On  July  24,  1987,  I  reflagged  the  survey  line  of  Bob  Vollmer  along  the  Horace 

Baugh  property.  The  center  of  the  section  had  been  marked  by  a  rebar  (5/8" )  ^ 

in  a  pile  of  rocks  in  the  cetner  of  the  stream.  It  was  witnessed  as  follows: 
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Five  steel  fence  posts  were  found  along  the  line  against  Mr.  Baugh.  Three  were 
closest  to  the  center  section  rebar  while  2  SFP  were  found  by  the  old  logging  ■ 
road  on  top  of  the  ridge.
